prepared to explain hia position to the Guv- 
eroment if propsely acked, Ho also argued 
thero was no removal in the terms of the 
Ordinance. : 

Mr Johneon withdrew the third charge. 

His Worship found the defendant guilty 
on the first and acoond charges, imposing & 
flae of $5 for the firat and $1 for the.second. 
The opium was confiscated.

ALLEGATIONS AGAINST A SHIP 
CAPTAIN. 
" Ae reported in the China Mail, last night 
thirteen men--negroes and half-cuates,— 
forming the orew.of the British ship Con- 
slance at present in the Harbour, were sent 
to prison for fourteen doye for refusing 


duty. Pressure on our columns prevented 
us giving more then o brief summary of the 
cage, but some statetaonte were made at the 
trial before tho Marine-Magiatrate, Captain 
Rumsey, which bave° an important, boaring 
ou tha cate, é 

Tho evidence for the officers, as given by 
Captain Tingloy and his chief mate, went to 
show that on Tuesday evening, a. few 
minutes after six o’clook, the crew were 
ordered to turn to. and wet down the deck. 
They hod beeo ongaxed painting and 
tidying up the abip till eix o'clock, when 
they, were told by the second mato to,‘ wet 
down,’ The mew refused. Gaving been 
informed by the second mate, the captain 
went on deck and-renewed the order. Still 
the men refused, #o tho captain took then 
aft and spoke to them, but without succeed. 
ing in inducing them toturn to. Taforma- 
tion was tnken ashore. yseterday morning, 
and after bearing tHe evidence Cuptain 
Humeey took o. very full statement from the 
men, In the course of his evidence, the.cap- 
tain said ho believed there were four or five 
good men amongat the prisonéis, who, he bes 
Heved, hud bean too, great cowards to do 
their work in the fea of the refusal of their 
shipmates, and if Captain Ramsey wished 
he was prepared. to point out these men. 
‘his course, however; Way' nob “addpted: 

The reason why the captain wanted the 
decks watted down after six o'clock was 
that it was uscleas doing so in the,-heat of 
the day, 

One man told the Magistrate he had no- 
thing to aay, bat all the others made state- 
ments which agreed substantially with exch 
other and with those of the captain and 
ohief mate, no attempt being made to deny! 
that they lad relused to obey orders, An 
A.B, complained of the captain ingulting 
them when they, went al by calling thera 
nisgere ee mitted they were niggers, 
but he did not think it was a proper thing 
for the captain to spear to them that way 
‘when they had gone aft to talk the matter 
over. , 

Another maa, in the course of his state- 
ment, atid the orew wanted to go aghore tq 
ehorch on Sunday morning, but the 
captain ‘refused to allow them. They 
then ‘went to the forecastle-head and 
began to.play oards.: Tho captain walked 
forward, took the cards aud tore them 
hp. Defendant spoke up on behdlf 
of himself and shipmates and asked 
‘Ia this a religious ship? You refused to 
altow, ue to go ashore fo churah.’ The cap- 
‘tain replied ‘Don’t you mind, ‘There is to 
be no playing’ of cards hore; the idea of a 
vigget Kke you ‘going to church! What 
wonld you lock like sitting in church?’ If 
thet wae the way the skipper epoke about 
the church, well he {the defendant) did not 
‘think it wos satisfactory. The oaptaia 
added ‘You dirty cur! You have no bust~ 
neas in church, Never mind, I will get you 
et before thie voyage isover.” On Monday 
they worked from six a.m. till six pym,, and 
after gix o’slock were asked to wit duwn tho 
deck. They replied tothe mate, ‘This is 
the first time; we are going to.wot her 
down to-night, butifyou try the same thing 
again we are not going to do it,’ On Tuss- 
day morning the crew wera called for coffee 
at five o’olook in the morning. , About half- 
past five the boatewain came forward, and 
said *Torn-to.’ ‘They asked him what time 
it ‘was, and be replisd ‘ Half-pust, five,” 
Tue’ mon replied, ‘Wearenot going to turq 
totill six ‘o'clock,’ Atv six o'clock nobgdy 
came forward to. turo themto; and they 
stayed on the forecastla ‘till ane o'clock, 
At'ons o'clooit the captain came on board, 
and.told the boatswain. to tarn the men tq 
and ‘they turued to and warked- until six 
o’closk, “Defendant was alaft qa the meia 
and was failed dowa, god. on coming down 
heard the second mato tell thom to put pat 
their gear aud wet her down, .’Defeudaht 
daked'/ What time is it?’ and the second 
mate replied, ‘Never mind; you wet her’ 
down ; it istwo ininutes past six.?
